The robbery was committed in the 
afternoon, and it was fully an hour 
before Miss Mikels was able to liber- 
ate herself and report the matter to 
the police. In the meantime the rob- 
bers had escaped. 

The robbery of Miss Mikels, accord- 
ing to information now in the posses- 
sion of the police, is but the culmi- 
nating one of many that have been 
committed by the two men within the 
last ten days, and at least seven 
young women have been victimized or 
robbed within that period.

COPENHAGEN, Feb, 4.—There was 
an impressive memorial service over 
the body of King Christian in the 
Garden Room of the palace tonight. 
All of the members of the royal fam- 
ily were present, but otherwise the 
ceremony was strictly private. 
Early in the day a representative of 


: the Associated Press was permitted 
ito visit the Garden Room: It is called 


the “Garden Shoal” because the win- 
dows open on the beautiful palace 
gardens. A striking feature of the ly- 
ing-in-state of the monarch is its ex-- 
treme simplicity and the abundant evi- 
dence of the loving reverence of the 
members of the royal family, who 
spend most of their time in the room 
arranging the flowers and disposing 
of newly-arriving wreaths and floral 
designs. 

Two sentries of the Foot Guarda, 
wearing old-fashioned busbies, stand 


at the door. The only occupants of 
the room at the time of the corre- 
s ent’s visit were the King's four 
personal adjutants and a lackey who 


will remain beside the coffin until it 
is removed ito its last resting place 
within the gray walls of Riskelide. The 
Goffin lies in the middle of the room 
before the Danish kings and queens, 
whose pictures line the red-tapestried 
walls. It is covered with: two Danish 
flags. and lies amid banks of the rar- 
est fowers and surrounded by wreaths, 
lilies, pinks ,and white roses, violets, 
lilies of the valley and carnations. 

On the coffin is the brass helmet with 
its plume and the crossed sword and 
scabbard worn by King Christian when 
he was the captain of the Danish Horse 
Guards, the- standards of which regi- 
ment are planted on either side of the 
head, flanking two enormous silver 
candelabra from the collection of the 
Danish kings at Rosenberg. @ 
A massive sitiver crucifix stands on 
a white-covered table, while palms and 
ferns are arranged tn the corners of 
the room to complete the picture of 
impressive simplicity. The entire ab- 
sence of black from the Garden Room 
is noteworthy. The red walls, gilded 
window frames and the multi-colored 
flowers, among which Is the King’s 
favorite “Magna Charta” rose, com- 
pletely removes from the room the 
usual appearance of a death cham- 
ber. The whole grouping rather sug- 
gests the glorious crowning of an hon- 
ored life. 

This note was also struck by the 
prayers and sermons in alil_ the 
churches today, in which King Chris- 
tlan was evlogized, not so much as a 
monarch, but as a splendid pattern for 
every Christian.

FIND NO TRACE. 


MYSTERY OF DISAPPEARANCE OF 
_ MRS. CHASE UNSOLVED. 


After Two Weeks Constant Effort 
Her Friends Know Practically 
Nothing More Than They Did the 
Day After She Left Her Home. 
Various Theories Advanced. . . 


The officers who have been seeking 
Mrs. Waldo F. Chase who disappeared 
from her home at No. 617 Witmer 
street, January 20 have exhausted 
every clew which has been discovered, 
and now have absolutely nothing upon 
which to work.

Offer of the reward brought absolutely 
no result. : 

“This case is one of the strangest I 
have ever seen,” said one of the most 
experienced detectives in the police 
deprtment yesterday. “Why § can’t 
we find that woman?

RICHES IN MONO. 
LOS ANGELENOS IN THE FIELD. 

The Mono Mining and Milling Com- 
pany of this city, operating the Sacra- 

mento mine, a property developed by 
Mexicans for years until five years ago 
located fifteen miles north of Bishop, tn 
Mono county, reports having a strike 
of ore five feet wide and showing free 
gold in every piece plainly visible to 
the naked eye. according to the state- 
ment from whites Moota, the mine 
foreman. 

The mine was started up on January 
1. There are about 2000 feet of deyelop- 
ment, mostly the work of former own- 
ers, 1500 tons are declared by the com- 
pany to be in sight today with an av- 
erage value of not less than $10.

The Mexican own- 
ers carried the ore on their backs to an 
ancient arrastra, with which they ex- 
tracted paying vailudés. A forty-ton
